SECURITYPLAN 
TO BE REVISED 


Suggestions for Changes 
Will Be Submitted 
Next Week

Washington, Feb. 1 (/p)— Signifi­ 
cant changes in 
the 
president’s 
social security plan designed, first, 
to take the onus of charity off 
unemployment insurance, and, sec­ 
ond, to save the government sev­ 
eral hundred millions a year, were 
reported 
today 
to 
have 
been 
mapped by administration officials. 


These changes, it was asserted 
in an informed 
capitol 
quarter, 
would be presented 
to 
congress 
next week. 
An accompanying ef­ 
fort would be made to hurry enact­ 
ment so the 44 state legislatures

President 
Roosevelt» 
at a late 
press conference meanwhile stood 
ost against enlargement of federal 
contributions to old age pensions1 
above $15 a month. Even with th is , 
figure government payments would 
reach $585,000,000 a year in 19S0, 
and to go above it, lie felt, would 
impose an unbearable cost. 


The states could add more I ban 
their $15 share, he emphasized, but

many states, including N ew York. 


The president made no mention 
of prospective modifications, but in 
other close-to-White House sources 
it w a s said som e had been agreed 
upon. 


Townaend Testifies 


.Roughly, and although some mod 
locations may be in store before 
the suggested recommendations are 
submitted, it was said they would 
include: 


1. Transfer of administration of 


the unemployment insurance fund 
from a new social insurance board 
to the treasury, 


2. Elimination of federal dona­ 
tion of “unearned" annuities. 


3. Possible exemption of farmers, 
domestic and casuals from the pen- 
sion and job insurance provisions 
of the bill. 
This change, it was 
said, had not been definitely agreed 
upon.

ment insurance were left in the 
hands of a social insurance board, 
it would appear to smack of char­ 
ity. 
They have urged • that 
the

‘security program.

the capitol, meanwhile, the 
house ways and means committee 
heard 68-yenr-old Dr. F. E. Town­ 
send, of I^ong Beach. California, 
discuss his $200-a-month 
old 
age 
pension plan. 


After the busy committee mem­ 
bers waited 16 minutes for his ar­ 
rival from a bod in John Hopkins 
hospital at Baltimore, the primary 
thing they got from him was an 
undiseussed warning that their po­ 
litical futures might be endangered 
unless they supported his plan. 


Talking about “twenty to thirty 
million" people who 
had 
signed 
Townsend petitions, he said “it is 
only fair to state that they are 
watching closely your actions and 
wi’l be guided accordingly."

Peter II. Sommer, a New York 
finger print expert, testified that 
March 1, 19 32. the night of the 
kidnaping, he traveled on a ferry 
from New Jersey to New York 
City and two men whom he saw 
assist a nervous woman with a 
blond baby board a street car on 
the New York side. 


Recognize»* Photos 


Edward J. Keilly, chief of the 
defense counsel, showed him two 
pictures, one of a man and one 
of a woman, which Sommer said 
he recognized. 


Reilly, in 
asides, 
announced 
that the man w as Fisch and the 
woman Miss Sharpe. 


After 
court adjourned 
Reilly 
said ho would have three w it­ 
nesses from Montreal who would 
testify Fisch had been seen in 
that city after the kidnaping with 
the Lindbergh baby. 


The 
baby’s 
body 
was 
found 
near the Lindbergh estate in New 
Jersey, May 12. 1932. R*eilly said 
the Montreal w itnesses would not 
challenge the 
identification 
of 
the 
body, 
but 
complained 
the 
witnesses did not show up today 
and renewed charges of “intim i­ 
dation.’' 


On cross-exam ination Attorney- 
General David J. W ilentz showed 
tho gold-toothed w itness a pic­ 
ture of Violet Sharpe, the Mor­

Newberry, 
Feb. 
1— “Poor at­ 
tendance costs cold cash,” was the 
rem ark of a local school official, 
talking to a reporter the other 
day. “ If the cost to the taxpayers 
which is tho direct result of poor 
attendance could he realized the 
public would realize that health 
was important 
to 
their 
pocket 
books.” The current epidemic of 
colds and mild flu had started the 
conversation. 


The remark repeated to C. L. 
Bystrom. 
superintendent 
of 
Hchool, brought forth an agree­ 
ment. “The amount of state aid 
is based on the average daily at­ 
tendance,” tho school man said. 
“ If the attendance falls off much 
the amount of money received is 
affected. It is growing more and 
more important that students bo 
kept in school, and the c^iuse of 
most of the poor 
attendance 
is 
sickness.” 


The Newberry schools 
receives 
.$65 per pupil for grades 7 to 12 
and $40 for those grade below 
the 7th. 
Transportation of the 
students from tho 
outside 
dis­ 
tricts is a paying proposition, the 
officials believe. Not only doe.s the 
state allow aid for each bus in 
which children are brought iu to 
i school but records 
shows 
that 
{.here Is better attendance among 
those children who come in on the 
bus than among those 
who 
live 
i'lose enough to ^’alk. 
W eather 
conditions appear to have much 
less connection 
with 
attendance 
than would bo expected. 
An ex­ 
ceptionally bad storm or cxtremo 
cold will keep some of the small­ 
er children home but Mr, Bystrom 
reports that sickness always leads 
as the cause of poor attendance. 
For that reason us well as for 
many others the school officials 
are much gratified that the newly 
organized health district 
serving 
Sohoolcraft. 
Luce and Mackinaw

Fights Champ to Draw 
Parker likes to recall his fight­ 
ing days when he was rated among 
the best in tho country. 
Two of 
the greatest fights iu Parker’s ring 
history wore fought more than 20 
years ago. 
The first big card 
when The Kid was iu his primc--- 
was a ID-ronnd draw with Matty 
Matthew's, then welterweight cham­ 
pion of the Avorld. Tho two f o u g h t 
at Chicago ten blistering rounds to 
a draw. 
It was on<‘ of tho Kid's 
greatest battles and it won for him 
all-time fame in fistic history. 
As 
one (’hicago sport writer said at 
the time—a clipping that is ono of 
the most prized possessions of The 
Kid -“F*arker, Young Corbett and 
Abe Attoll are three of the greatest 
in tho game.” 


Parker, now 55 years old, is still 
able to step into the ring, and he 
proved it not more than a month 
ago w'hen he put on a four-round 
exhibition at Baraga Hall. 


"The Kid” began fighting at the 
age of 14 at Philadelphia, coming 
up 
from 
Philadelphia’s 
famous 


beginner he “floated" westward to 
Chicago where he fought in the 
Colorado Club for 11 years. 


Retiring from the ring, Parker 
moved to Trout Lake, Mich., but 
fighting was still In his blood and 
before long he waa back looking 
for new fields to conquer, 
ft didn’t 
lake long. 
Ho met and defeated 
Harry Cobb at Detroit, winning the 
lightweight championship ot the 
state in 1909.

This is most serious, because 


the white blood cells are responsi- 
ble for protection of the human 
body against infection. 


A vast amount of this drug is 


taken for relief of pain. The drug 
also is taken in combinations with 
other drugs in the form of various 
sleeping remedies which are now 
exceedingly popular in this coun- 
try. 


These sleeping remedies contain 


mixtures of various substances re- 
lated to the barbituric acid deriva- 
tives, such as luminal. dial, amy- 
t.al and uembutal. and also in the 
mixture known as alloual.
